N the great mass of letters which I am constantly re-

ROM a missionary to China, now resident at Shanghai, 
and who is one of the oldest readers of “ Saturday 
Night,” I have received a statement of defence which 

in fairness to that side of the question I think should be 


given here in full: 
“15 Chaoufong Road, Shanghai, Jan. 15. 

“ Dear Sir,—Before me lie the editorial notes of Toronto 
‘Saturday Night,’ in which the editor quotes approvingly 
the criticism of Dr. Cochrane on missionaries fleeing their 
post rather than staying to die with their converts. I 
have read these comments for years, and have admired 
their originality and general fairness, but for once the 
writer has gone out of his province, and it is to be feared 
that neither he nor Dr. Cochrane, whom he approvingly 
quotes, was sufficiently acquainted with the facts to justify 
them in assuming the role of critic on this particular point. 

“In Shanghai, the center of news and politics for the 
‘East,’ every possible shade of criticism has been made cn 
missionaries and their acts. Some who hate the very name 
would gladly have seen perhaps the whole work extermin- 
ated. Others of the business men of Shanghai, actuated 
by the British feeling of justice, and guided by reason, 
were horror-stricken by the story of sufferings that leaked 
out, of some of the parties of refugees. They criticized 
the missionaries for staying needlessly in danger, and the 
mission directors for not having sooner insisted on the 
workers leaving places of danger whether they wished to 
do so or not. They demanded that the full facts of the 
sufferings should be made public and not suppressed. In 
one way and another these criticisms have been answered 
by private members of the different missions as they have 
come to their notice, but this"whole question is now to be 
taken up by the Missionary Alliance of China, a body that 
will contain some 2,000 members, and an answer will be 
made by men of wide experience and ability, that will have 
a weight that no answer made by a private individual can 
have. It may not be amiss, however, at the present time 


to give some facts. 

“It was generally at the urgent request of the converts 
themselves that the missionaries left. If the foreigner 
stayed they felt in duty bound to stand by him, while he 
was a marked man without any way of disguise or escape. 
For themselves, they could flee from place to place and 
escape observation. Many imperilled their lives in aiding 
the missionaries to escape. There were many, it is true, 
who acted as the editor intimates he would do if he were 
in their place. Even Paul himself sneaked over the wall 
of Damascus when his reason told him it was wise to do 
so: at the same time he was not unwilling to die for his 
belief, because he set so high a value on it. Some of the 
things that happened make one encouraged with human 
nature even in the stage of evolution to which the Chinese 
have arrived. The patience and bravery of the converts 
during the siege of Pekin, and their willingness to work 
on the entrenchments in the face of the greatest danger, 
are acknowledged by all to have saved the day for the 
foreigners. A boy who had become acquainted with the 
foreigners .in a Sunday school, let himself down over the 
wall and, though captured and detained, hid his message, 
and was the first to get through to Tien-Tsin, where he 
was in danger of being shot by the brutal Russians, and 
hence was detained some time before he could deliver 
the paper he carried. A teacher in a Christian college be- 
came a watermelon peddler that be might smuggle inform- 


ation through the lines. In Shansi a boy servant went 


back and picked up the little son whose father and mother | 
had iust been killed, because he knew the child and it cried |

In the flight from 
and even water were sometimes for days almost unobtain- 
able. There were mothers with little children slowly dy- 
ing because they could not nurse them. There were cases 
where heathen mothers took these little ones and nursed 
them, returning them to their mothers’ arms—each party 
never expecting to meet one another again. These things 
exalt humanity. 

“But to come back to the missionary himself. 
many of those who live far in the interior, it 
much less test of their faith to stay and be suddenly killed, 
than it is for them to live where they do in lonesome 
places and work under the circumstances of some. That 
they did not so hurriedly desert their work is shown by 
the list of killed, which has reached the number of 162. 
Surely enough to suit the editor. The men sent cut by 
most of the societies are college graduates, and often are 
those that stand at the head of their classes. The China 
Inland Mission accepts men and women not graduates, but 
picks carefully those of good qualifications physically as 
well as mentally. I personally know that they have men 
from the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgh, 
and Aberdeen. They have men connected with the peerage 
of England and Scotland. One man is reported to be a 
millionaire. Yesterday I met the daughter of a Minister 
of Education for Victoria. One friend of mine in the 
American Board Mission rose from being a sailor before 
the mast to a graduate of Oberlin, and died among those 
massacred in Shansi. He was a warm-hearted, true and 
practical man, and of his kind there are not a few. These 
men are carefully picked as successful men at home, be- 
cause people have confidence in them. It is rather re- 
markable that in the eyes of their critics, as soon as they 
become missionaries they cease to have common sense 
and cease to know how to make a success of their own 
business, but any man, whether engaged in that work or 
not, or ever having been in a heathen country, knows 
more than he how the work should be done. 

“Tord Salisbury’s statement that missionaries were not 
in favor with the Foreign Office was rejoiced over by the 
men who this summer killed them. His idea is that mis- 
sionaries should be voluntary martyrs; they should preach 
and teach without flinching, and when the Chinese Gov- 
ernment itself sent edicts for their killing they shonld 
quietly submit, and no justice should be asked by their own 
nation. Think of this in the 20th century! The man who 
is in China to trade in cowrie shells, gunny sacks, pig 
bristles, duck feathers, champagne. or beer, is to be care- 
fully protected because this is trade. He is a British or a 
United States citizen. Is it common sense in this day nd 
age, when all other teachers are protected, especially those 
who teach the Chinese how to kill artistically and success- 
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fully, to refuse to protect those who are teaching Chris 
tianity? 

“There is nothing so bad in Christian teaching <hat 
those who make it the work of their lives should be con- 
sidered as outlaws for any one who likes to kill. To an- 
nounce that they may be killed with impunity and without 
being avenged, is to give the Chinese mandarin a free hand 
to kill at discretion. Some diplomats and journalists seem 
to. think that this would be a successful policy, because no 
missionary would dare to enter China. But they neither 
understand the human nature of their countrymen nor the 
history and spirit of Christianity. If ten were killed, hun- 
dreds would go, taking their lives in their hands, till at- 
tention would be aroused at home and they would be pro- 
tected, if it took more than a South African war to do it. 

“The average man in England or America may not care 
if a few missionaries are killed, yet there is a consensus of 
opinion that ‘the white man’s burden’ includes the Cuban 
and the Filipino, and he is not ready to vote to give notice 
to the Chinese official that he can amuse himself killing the 
educated men and women and the cultured young ladies 
that are sent out, as best suits himself. 

“There is no principle binding on the missionary that 
is not binding on the Christian at home. No one, no 
matter how mistaken his ideas on the duty of missionaries 
to be martyrs whether they have the chance to escape it 
or not, if he be reasonable, will deny to these missionaries 
the right to use their reason and judge what was best in 
trying circumstances. To demand that they sacrifice their 
lives when no benefit to the converts or the work would 
come from so doing, seems to me like the thirst of the 
Roman populace for the blood of the gladiator. 
of the popular error of the churches at home that the story 
of the missionary should necessarily be one of tremendous 
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be quickly won to the religion of the people who have 
been guilty of all this injustice and barbarism. Supposing 
it is true that Christianity is not to be held responsible for 
the acts of the secular powers of Christendom, yet how 
can we expect the Chinese to discriminate between the mis- 
sionary and the governments with which he sees the mis- 
sionary constantly allied? Let us suppose that China were 
powerful and that some Western country, say Canada, had 
suffered all these things at China’s hands. What would be 
the feeling and the conduct of the people of this land? 
Surely the religion of the Bible does not look for greater 
virtues of patience, meekness and forbearance in a heathen 
people than it demands of those who have been educated 
tor centuries in the principles of the Sermon on the Mount? 

Bishop Potter, who can scarcely be regarded as a hos- 

tile critic of the missionary movement, has said: “If I 
were called upon to-night to hold a brief for either of the 
two great contestants in the present struggle between 
China and the Powers, I should choose in favor of China. 
In my opinion, we should be ashamed of ourselves for our 
treatment of the Chinese. We have trampled on their 
most sacred traditions, we have ridiculed and scoffed at 
their gods, we have laughed at their ancestor worship. Is 
it any wonder that the Chinese have risen against us? Our 
treatment of the Chinese has been a disgrace to our te- 
ligion, and we should despise ourselves for it.”

NOTHER letter is from a Kingston reader, who ques- 
tions the stand of “ Saturday Night” on the university 
question. Kingston people generally are ultra loyal 

to Queen’s, as they have a right to be. Everybody recog- 
nizes the good work done by the Presbyterian University, 
as everyone must also recognize the good work done by 
Victoria, Trinity, and other denominational colleges with 
arts courses and degrce-conferring powers. But to argue

sacrifice and glaring, startling incident, or else it is not 
worth listening to. The fact is that the average mission 
life is educational, hence hard work, requiring 
unspeakable patience, lonesome endeavor, undaunted faith 
in the face of overwhelming discouragement. Nothing at 
all heroic, but yet requiring at times a high class of brav- 
ery. When a man knows these people and the facts, unless 
he be a bigot he will be slow to say that they failed in 
Christian principle when they left their stations when 
warned by consuls, recalled by mission directors, and 
urged for good reasons by heathen Chinese and Christian 
converts. If it came to a question of staying to save the 
lives of their converts, I have reason to believe that there 
is but a small percentage that would not have stood the 
test.” 

The writer of the above puts his case well. But outside 
of the single point that the missionaries did not leave their 
posts without being able to furnish a good excuse, the let- 
ter states nothing that can subtract one jot or tittle from 
the conviction of honest men generally that heathen China 
at the hands of Christian Europe and America, in trade, 
religion, and international relations, has been a shamefully 
abused country. What is the history df the matter in a 
nutshell? We first of all fight a war with China to compel 
her to allow her people to be poisoned morally and physic- 
ally by opium. We then send missionaries to China to 
counteract the opium and to teach that those who take the 
sword shall perish by the sword. We exclude the Chinese 
people from our ports except under a heavy duty, and we 
then demand free entry of our missionaries into China as 
well as an “open door” for our commerce. The mission- 
aries go to parts of China where they are warned the Gov- 
ernment cannot protect them, but if disorder breaks out 
and a compound is destroyed, the incident is made the 
basis of a claim for compensation. The missionaries them- 
selves assert special privileges for themselves and their con- 
verts over and above those enjoyed by the mass of the in- 
habitants. The Governments of the countries from which 
these missionaries come wrest concessions of territory from 
a people crippled by war with a neighboring power. The 
press and public men of these same countries publicly pro- 
claim that the division of China is about to be proceeded 
with. When the Chinese take un arms to expel the for- 
eigners, we march armies to their capital, despoil their 
temples, loot their palaces and homes, rape and slaughter 
their women and children, order the Government to exe- 
cute certain high dignitaries that an example mav be made. 
And then we expect fout hundred millions of people to

The whole game is one of 
the biggest “ grafts” ever attempted in this province. It 
is enough for us to have one State university on our hands 
with the problems and responsibilities that implies. [ am 
not sure that Toronto University and the Province of 
Ontario would not both be better off from every point of 
view, educational and otherwise, if even that connection 
were broken up. But to form a new connection, to under- 
take new responsibilities and to wrestle with new problems 
engendered by the establishing of a second State univer- 
sity, would be nothing short of madness on the part of the 
Government and people of Ontario.

The lectures on animal life given by Mr. Ernest Seton-

the naturalist of the far North-West. In the evening an- 
other large audience heard Mr. Seton-Thompson’s fascin- 
ating tales, comical, cute, or sombre, but most interesting 
to lovers of nature and wild things generally. Mr. Seton- 
Thompson does not lecture—he tells yarns, and has the 
ready help of his stereopticon to make them even more 
vivid than his naif way of recital. Some of us, who heard 
these yarns years ago and enjoyed them, are rubbing our 
eyes to realize that they have reached the heart of more 
than one continent, and are the foundation of fame and 
fortune to the teller. The personality of the lecturer is 
not so much striking as suitable to his subject. Keen 
observation, free and unconventional expression, quaint 
touches of fun and, above all, over all, love of the creatures 
he studies, and appreciation of their cleverness and charm, 
are the things that win hearers and admirers for him. 
Though he lives in the rush of city life, he has never lost 
the individuality of the trapper, the woodsman, the en- 
thusiastic adventurer after game, though he shoots with 
a camera now, instead of a rifle as heretofore. The lecture 
was loudly applauded, and the lecturer held a small recep- 
tion of old friends afterwards, behind the scenes.

under the surface. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that more remarkable ex- 
hibitions of deep-sea diving have never 
been seen in any part of the world. The 
statement that a diver could not go 
down beyond twenty fathoms of water, 
owing to the great pressure, was con- 
troverted when the Japanese divers 
went down into twenty-five fathoms 
and remained there for twenty min- 
utes.

A very wonderful vehicle, from ev- 
ery point of view, is the marvelous 
State coach the use of which King Ed- 
ward VII. has revived. Owing to the 
late Queen's dislike to a swaying mo- 
tion, the state carriage had not been 
used for forty years, but George III.

The 
principle is that of wireless telegraphy, 
and the operation is automatic. From 
a metallic conductor, fixed at an ele- 
vation on or near the point of peril, 
electric waves are transmitted over a 
zone seven miles in width. Any ship 
provided with a proper receiving in- 
strument, and coming within this zone, 
is immediately warned of the proximi- 
ty of danger, and the direction and dis- 
tance of the concealed peril are auto- 
matically recorded.

2,566 claims, totalling $106,167.74, have been paid since the Company commenced 
operations, while the total premiums amounted to $262,714.23. For the five 
years during which the Company has been in business the loss percentage on 
its total transactions equals 40 2-5 per cent. The reserve is now $21,000, or 


nearly 50 per cent. of the paid-up capital, besides which $5,000 has been pro- 
vided as a contingency account for possible losses. While a uniform tariff for 
liability coverings, which, at our last meeting, seemed certain of early adop- 
tion, has not been completely established, I am glad to be able to state that 
some improvement has taken place in thess 
action by a majority of the companies. 
During the year careful attention has been given to the various systems of 
insurance operated by the Company, and its plans and policies are believed to 
supply every essential requirement The Company’s agency representation 
extends to every inhabited part of the Dominion, and, being in the hands of 
representative men, is influential, enterprising and energetic. The charter Fund 
(being the preliminary outlays incurred in organizing the Company), which 
had been distributed over a period of five years, is now fully paid off, so will 
not appear again in the abstracts. The loss percentage during the year 1900 
was unusually high, the number of fatal accidents (11 under Personal Acci- 
dent and 16 under Liability policies), having been in excess of the 
Nevertheless, the reserve has steadily increased and substantial progress has 
been made.

Comparatively few living patrons of the drama have 
seen Shakespeare’s Coriolanus, and at the revival at the 
Comedy Theater in London it was easy to see why Shake 
speare’s dignified tragedy had not held th2 boards like 
Hamlet, says an English exchange.

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The Babylonian Story of Para- 
dise. 





HE Babylonian myths concern- 
ing creation and the deluge 
have been known to scholars 
for many years; but it is only 
of late that the cuneiform 
tablets have also furnished a 

story resembling the biblical tale of 
Paradise. The story is treated in an 
especially instructive manner by Pro- 
fessor Zimmern, of the University of 
Breslau, in a recent brochure. Ac- 
cording to Professor Zimmern, the 
Babylonian paradise myth, as ex- 
tracted from the original sources, 
which are now deposited in, the Berlin 
Museum, and which date from the 
fifteenth century before Christ, reads 
substantially as follows: 
“Adapa, evidently the first 
being according to Babylonian 
tion, is the son of the sea-god 
The latter has created hint and en- 
dowed him with great wisdom, but 
has not. given him immortality. Adapa 
lives in the sanctuary of Ea in Eridu,

at the mouth of the Euphrates and 
Tigris. Here he acts in the capacity 
of a priest of Ea, and among other 


things is engaged in catching fish in 
the sea near by in order to supply the 
sanctuary. One day, as he is out on 


the waters in the pursuit of his call- 
ing, the sea is suddenly lashed into 
fury by a sudden South Wind, and 


the boat in which Adapa is seated is 


overturned and he himself cast into 
the sea. As a punishment for this, 
Adapa seizes the South Wind and 
breaks one of his wings, so that for 


seven days he is not able to fly over 
the land. Anu, the god of heavens, 
hears of this, and sends his messenger 
upon the earth in order to call Adapa 
before his throne to give an account 
of his deed. Ea instructs Adapa con- 
cerning the shings in heaven and what 
he can expect there at the hands of 
Anu. ‘When you appear in the pre- 
sence of Anu, they will offer you the 
food of death—don’'t eat it! They will 
give you. water of death—don’t drink 
it.’ The messenger of Anu arrives 
and everything happens as predicted, 
with the one exception that instead of 


the food and the drink of 
death, they offer him the food 
and the drink of life. But, 


obedient to the command of Ea, Adapa 
refuses to take this food and drink, 


and thereby forfeits his chances’ of 
obtaining immortality. Anu says: ‘Get 
for him the food of life and let him 
eat!’ And they brought him the food 
of life, but he would not eat. Water 
of life was brought, and he refused 
to drink. In amazement Anu says: ‘O 
Adapa, why did you not eat and why 


not drink? Now you shall not live!’ 
And he commanded: ‘Take him hence 
and return him to the earth!’” 

It would be a mistake, gays Profes- 
sor Zimmern, to consider this Baby- 
lonian myth as the direct source of the 
Bible story; yet there are striking 
similarities between them. He writes 
in substance as follows: 

“According to the Babylonian story, 


Paradise is not on earth, but in the 
heavens. The Hebrews, too, origin- 
ally placed Paradise in the heavens. 


The story as found in Genesis 18 
really a later phase, while the oldest 
Hebrew form is reflected especially py 
the prophet Ezekiel and by St. John. 
In that wonderful and mysterious 
forty-seventh chapter of Ezekiel, es- 
pecially verses 9 and 12, the prophet 
describes the river and the tree of life 
from the temple; but 
shows that he 


as proceeding 
the whole connection 
is not thinking of the earthly but of 
the heavenly Jerusalem. In the apoc- 
alypse of John (Chap. 23) it is writ- 
ten: ‘And he showed me a river of 
water of life, bright as crystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne of the Lamb, 
in the midst of the street thereof (i.e., 
of the {heavenly Jerusalem). And on 
this sidé of the river and on that was 
the tree of life, bearing twelve man- 
ner of fruits, yielding its fruit every 
month, and the leaves of the tree were 
for the healing of the nations.’ 
“These statements are understood by 
many scholars as reflecting really the 
oldest sentiments prevalent in the be- 
ginning among the Hebrews concern- 
ing Paradise, and it is believed that 


they, too, like the Babylonians, or- 
iginally found Paradise not on earth 
but in heaven. This is regarded as 


one of the reasons why the four Para- 
dise streams cannot be identified with 
perfect accuracy. 
“In many of 
stories agree to a 


the details the two 
remarkable degree. 
When Ea declares that the food and 
drink of death will be offered to Ad- 
apa, he reminds one of the statement 
made in Genesis that on the day that 
Adam and Eve eat of the tree of life 
they shall die. Fundamentally, both 
stories have the same underlying 
thought, namely, that man still falls 
short of perfect equality with God, in 
that he lacks immortality. As in 
Genesis (chap. iii.) it is declared that 
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man is to be driven from Paradise lest 
he eat of the tree of life and live for- 
ever, so in the Babylonian narrative 
Anu remarks that Ma has revealed 
to Adapa the secrets of heaven and 
of earth (has given him the highest 
wisdom) and asks, what can be added 
to this that is even more valuable 
than Ea’s gift? The answer is, the 
food of life; but as Adapa refuses to 
take this, he thereby loses immortal- 
ity, both for himself and his descend- 
ants.” 

Singular details are added to this 
story from other sources. In the Bri- 
tish Museum there is now deposited an 
old Babylonian seal cylinder, in the 
middle of which stands the holy tree 
of life, and to the right and to the 
left are found a male and a female 
figure, eating of the fruit of this tree: 
and behind the woman a serpent is un- 
folding its coils. 





The Castle of Elsinore. 


HE most famous of all ghosts, 
perhaps —certainly the ghost 
most widely known to the Eng- 
lish-speaking race —is that 

mailed and solemn phantom of a dead 
king that walks the embattled walls of 





Elsinore in the first act of Hamlet. 
Mr. Jacob Riis, by birth a Dane, by 


adoption a New Yorker, well known for 
his enlightening studies of “‘How the 
Other Half Lives” in the slums of the 
metropolis, has recently revisited his 
native land, and has recorded his im- 
pressions of Hamlet’s castle—the castle 
of Kronberg, Elsinore. 

More ghosts—if memories, too, are 
ghosts—than that of the “royal Dane” 
haunt its long corridors, sea-blown 
battlements and gloomy dungeons. 
There are dreadful stories of prisoners 
kept underground until their death: of 
one who laughed with joy when 
brought up once more, although to exe- 
cution, into the light of the sun. There 
is also the horror of that walled-up al- 
cove in the sixteen-foot thickness of 
the foundation walls where thirty poor 
wretches, their skeletons discovered 
only a generation ago, were immured 
to perish together, no one knows why 
or when. In one of the little tower 
chambers Queen Caroline Matilda was 
kept a prisoner, and cut upon the win- 
dow-pane with a diamond her piteous 
prayer, ‘‘Keep me innocent; make oth- 
ers great.” 

Yet so great 
that all 


is Shakespeare’s magic 
these true things of Elsinore 


sink into insignificance beside that 
other thing which never happened 
there. A King Hamlet and a Prince 
Hamlet there were, if the old chroni- 


cler, Saxo Grammaticus, may be be- 
lieved, but they antedated Kronberg 
Castle by many years. A company of 
strolling English actors, of whom three 
were afterward fellow-players with 
Shakespeare, performed in the great 
hall of the castle—the revord is yet 
preserved—and to them, doubtless, 
when he chose a Danish story, he went 
for local coloring and scene. His de- 
scription is as correct as it is pictur- 
esque. ° 

To the average British tourist, how- 
ever, Elsinore is the actual as well as 
poetical habitat of Hamlet and his 
father’s ghost; and if he does not quite 
aspire to meet the one when he takes a 
moonlight view of the scene, at least 
he expects by plain daylight to find 
historic traces of the other. These the 
amiable Danes have taken patms to 
provide. 

“Hamlet being dead,”’ says Mr. Riis, 
“there had to be a Hamlet's grave, of 
course. The English tourists demanded 
it, and in due course of time there ap- 
peared a mound on the bluff 
with a plain granite shaft that bore the 
name of the melancholy Dane. The 
relic-hunters chipped it to pieces in one 


brief season. The hotelkeepers pro- 
vided another, and it went the same! 
way. When last I stood at Hamlet's; 


grave I beheld it a mighty
